E l PASO , Nov. 26.— It is generally 
agreed that more men were killed in 
yesterday’s battle tit Tierra Blanca 
than in any battle in Mexico since the 
American invasion. 
Col. Juan M. Me­ 
dina. commanding at Juarez in Gen. 
Villa's absence, refused to make any 
estimate, but returning soldiers affirm 
that at least one thousand men were 
Blain. 
General Villa last night telegraphed 
to Colonel

"I have complex ly routed the ene­ 
m y and they are in full and shameless 
flight.—Pancho Villa.”
